RELEASE  OF  CHILD  :  PROCEDURE  AND  POLICY 


RELEASE  OF  CHIT, DR EN  :  POLICY 

Family  Day  Home’s  shall  release  children  in  care  only  to  the  parent/guardian  of  the  child, 
or  to  a  person  designated  on  the  written  release  or  contract.  If  a  parent  wishes  to  designate 
any  person(s)  not  identified  on  the  original  written  release  to  pick  up  the  child,  the  parent 
must  provide  a  handwritten,  signed  note  to  this  effect  and  include  the  appropriate 
identifying  information.  Providers  may  ask  for  photo  identification  to  confirm  identity. 

CONDITION  FOR  NOT  RELEASING 

Conditions  under  which  a  provider  should  not  release  a  child  in  care  to  the  parent, 
guardian  or  designated  person  include  the  following: 

*  there  is  a  legal  document  prohibiting  the  person  from  accessing  the  child. 

*  the  parent/designate  appears  to  be  under  the  influence  of  alcohol  or  drugs  ( i.e. 
unable  to  drive  safely,  unable  to  protect  the  child.) 

*  designate  is  under  18  years  of  age  and  written  permission  from  the  parent  for  this 
arrangement  is  not  secured. 

*  the  child  may  suffer  serious  harm  if  released  to  the  parent/'designate  because  the 
parent  is  ill,  distraught,  hostile,  or  violent 


Procedure:  For  Denying  Access: 

When  possible  and  safe  to  do  so,  the  provider  should  try  to  reason  with  the 
parent/designated  person  and  suggest  that  the  child  stay  in  the  provider’s  care  until  alternate 
care  and  /or  transportation  arrangements  can  be  made  ( Le.  cab,  bus,  call  someone  else  if 
parent  cannot  drive  safely) 

At  no  time  should  a  provider  put  herself  or  the  children  in  her  care  in  danger  by 
attempting  to  reason  "with  someone  who  is  either  verbally  or  physically  aggressive. 

If  the  parent  /  designate  agrees:  If  the  parenhdesignate  cooperates  and  leaves  the  child 
with  the  provider  or  agrees  to  alternate  transportation,  the  provider  assists  as  necessary  and 
reports  the  incident  to  the  agency  as  soon  as  possible.
